The  money  given  by  the  members  in 
support  of  the  budget  is  distributed  to  all  the 
objects  named  in  the  budget  according  to  a 
fixed  percentage  schedule.  There  could  not 
possibly  be  a  more  fair  and  just  arrangement. 


When  your  church  gives  on  the  budget 
plan,  every  cause  fostered  by  the  church  gets 
a  fair  and  equitable  share  in  the  distribution 
of  the  money.  The  gifta  of  every  member 
are  then  divided  alike  to  all  the  different 
causes,  whether  he  iN  able  to  give  much  or 
little.  This  plan  recognizes  that  every  cause
